The Motor List Company, of 
which Howard Quinn is manenee, is 
also printing Numerical Car Owner 
lists and is ready to deliver the first 
100,000 names. These are arranged 
both numerically and alphabetically. 
The total list for 1928, it is estimat- 
ed, will run in excess of 400,000, this 
to include all passenger cars, trucks 
— and motorcycles in Washing- 
on. 

Washington passenger car sales 
as indicated by new car registra- 
tions, during 1927 fell off from 
43,348 in 1926 to 35,079, according to 
these compilations. 

This is a drop of 8,269, but when 
it is considered that in 1926 Ford 
Sales amounted to 12,750 in Wash- 
ington by these same compilations 
and to only 5,325 during 1927, it 
can be seen that most of the cars 
held their own, and that the bie 
drop was largely taken up by Ford 
The decrease in registration is 1‘ 
per cent. 

In December, 1927, the total new 
car registrations in the state wer 
2,526, compared to 4,018 in Decem- 
ber, 1926. This shows that much 
of the lull came in the last month 
of the year. Again much of this 
tremendous decrease was accounted 
for by Ford, whose sales in 1926 in 
this month were 1,068 and only 51 
during 1927. 

Buick totals were 346 in 1926 and 
289 in 1927 (December); Chevrolei 
605 in 1926 and 383 in 1927; Chrys- 
ler, 258 in 1926 and 213 in 1927: 
Dodge, 205 in 1926 and 180 in 1927; 
Essex, 177 in 1926 and 183 in 1927; 
Nash, 176 in 1926 and 112 in 1927; 
Oldsmobile, 112 in 1926 and 63 in 
1927; Oakland, 75 in 1926 and 77 in 
1927; Whippet, 181 in 1926 and 112 
in 1927: Pontiac, 101 in 1926 and 156 


in 1927; Star, 140 in 1926 and 85 in 
1927: Studebaker, 144 in 1926 and 
174 in 1927; Willys-Knight, 104 in

Across the bottom of this letter some employee of the 
Phineas Jones organization had written, “Not in Dun’s,” 
signifying that the commercial agencies did not list this 
unknown Henry Ford nor detail his assets and liabilities. 
The bill for the wheels amounted to but $66 and the credit 
Was extended to Henry Ford and we have a pretty fair idea 
that it was paid promptly. 

There is a humorous twist to this story. The 
mental picture conjured up of Henry Ford’s request 
for a $66 credit and evident suspicion of some book- 
keeper or other humble watchdog tickles our risibil- 
ities exactly as does the picture of Napoleon Bona- 
parte, conqueror of half a world, creeping into a hock 
shop to raise the wind on his venerable ticker. But 
there is inspiration in the story, too. Opportunity is 
just another name for America. Triumphs wait for 
future Henry Fords according to the degree of their 
ability and their belief in themselves. Today some 
bookkeeper is scrutinizing suspiciously the name of 
some great captain of tomorrow’s industry in this land 
of opportunity. We all of us carry in our knapsacks 
the batcn of a field marshal of industry.

[Epes Feb. 4.—Quiet, swift 

and safe commercial trans- 
portation is the aim of the truck 
manufacturer today. In truck 
building serious attention, of 
course, is also given to many other 
items, including sturdiness, ac- 
cessibility, economy, traffic con- 
ditions and providing comforts for 
the man who is to drive. 


To my mind, the public appreci- 
ates seeing good looking vehicles. 
They have no objection to the speed 
of the unit, if due attention is 
given to the safety of others.

CHINA 

Shanghai.—Imports into Shang- 
hai for the first eleven months 
of 1927 numbered 1,304 passenger 
cars and 66 trucks, of which 
number 813 and 58, respectively, 
were of American make. Only a 
slight increase in sales may be ex- 
pected, pending more favorable gen- 
eral conditions, though there is pos- 
sibility of some development in 
licalized areas. 


CZECHO-SLOVAKIA 
Prague.—The first autobus line 
under the management of the 
Czecho-Slovak State Railway began 
operation on December 20, 1927. The 
initial equipment consisted of six 
buses, three each of Praga and 
Skoda makes. Each bus has thirty 
seats and places for twenty stand- 
ing passengers. The experiment is 
of particular interest, inasmuch as 
it marks a change in the attitude 
of the State Railways, which had 
previously shown an intention to 
combat, as far as possible, all auto- 
bus traffic. It is probable that, in 
the future, more buses will be 
added to the state line, particularly 

as feeders to the railroads. 


ITALY 


Milan.—An independent exhinu
